month was over $700,000,000. 
It should he remembered, however, 
that Americau exports even in this re­ 
duced volume are at the rate of about 
$4,800,000,000 a year, and the total 
trade, for March, export and Import, 
is at the rate of over $7,OOO,OOO,don a 
year. 
The 
biggest export total

fore the war inflation period was $2,- 
465,000,000 in 1913, and the biggest 
export and iniftort trade together was 
$4,278,000,000 
for

Measured in dollars, our foreign trade 
at its recent low ebb, last month, was 
nearly twice what it used to Im at its 
peak,

pithily in a statement which former 
Premier Venlaelos of Greece is re­ 
ported to have made to the supreme 
council of tie* allies, 
“We seek no
